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Still Slack-Ridden 


Economy At Steady Pace

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's economy is expanding 
at a steady but still slack-ridden 
pace, the latest government 
reading of industry's production 
shows. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


reported Friday its key in- 
dustrial production index ad- 
vanced by .3 per cent in April 
following a .2-per-cent gain in 
March.

two-year delay of state and 
federal

Congress ponders the con- 
stitutionality of capital punish- 
ment. 


The Supreme Court, by a 6-3 


vote May 3, removed two 
challenges to the death penalty 
by holding that states are not 
required to adopt uniform 
procedures to guide juries 
issuing a capital sentence, and 
that a separate jury trial to set 
the death penalty is not 
required.

as some Nixon administration 
officials have claimed.

could mean inflation is slowing 
further. 


Although other economists 


differ, he said the industrial 
production index is not regarded 
as the most sensitive barometer 
of how the economy is doing. 
"It's more of a man-hour in- 
dex," he said, measuring output 
per man-hour. 


Industrial 
production 


measures output of the nation's 
factories, mines and utilities. 


In April, the board said, the 


index continued to rise in spite of 
the fact automobile production 
fell 8 per cent from March. 


Auto assemblies fell to annual 


rate of 8.2 million units in April, 
but the board said production 
schedules indicate auto output is 
increasing this month. 


The gain was 
achieved 


primarily because output of 
consumer goods and industrial 
materials strengthened. 
Production of steel, for instance, 
rose again, indicating 
more 


stock-piling in anticipation of a 
strike later this year. 


Output of textile, chemical 


and rubber materials increased, 
along with furniture, television 
sets, some appliances and 
consumer staples. 


In 
addition 
to 
autos, 


production of business and 
defense equipment declined. 
The drop in business-equipment 
output 
"continued 
to 
be 


widespread and the April level 
was 15 per cent below its 1969 
high," the board said.

Postmaster Robert J. Clifford 


said today that increases in 
most postage rates will take 
effect May 16 as the new United 
States Postal Service begins its 
task of achieving self sufficiency 
as required by the Postal 
Reorganization Act. 


Clifford noted that general 


postage rates have not been 
increased since 1967 when 
Congress passed what was to 
become its final legislative act 
in this respect 


He pointed out that, earlier, 


requests for rate increases were 
proposed to Congress in 1969 by 
both President Johnson and 
President Nixon. In addition, 
President Nixon proposed an 
increase again in 1970, although 
none of the proposed increases 
was acted upon by Congress. 


Clifford explained that the 


new increases—authorized on a 
temporary basis until the newly 
created Postal Rate Com- 
mission can make 
recom- 


mendations to the Governors of 
the Postal Service on permanent 
changes—will raise first-class 
letter rates from 6 to 8 cents an 
ounce, and airmail letter rates 
from 10 to 11 cents an ounce. 
Post cards will go from 5 to 6 
cents each and airmail post 
cards will go from 8 to 9 cents 


The increases will be borne 


more by business than by in- 
dividuals, 
the 
postmaster 


pointed out, since 75 per cent of 
first class and airmail is from 
commercial mailers. 


In addition to increases in 


first-class rates, second and 
third class will also go up on 


May 16. However, the full in- 
creases proposed by the Postal 
Service will not be put into effect 
on a temporary basis, in second 
and third class, since the postal 
reform legislation contemplates 
that such increases be phased 
over five years—or ten years for 
nonprofit 
organizations— 


provided Congress appropriates 
the necessary funds to ease the 
transition to full rates. 


Because of the 
phasing 


provision, the increases to 
become effective May 16 for 
second and third-class will 
generally be only one-fifth of the 
total increase which has been 
proposed by the Postal Service. 


No changes are made in the 


rates for parcel post, which is 
the principal component of 
fourth-class mail. However, 
initial increases will be made in 
the "book rate" which is 
classified as fourth class. 


The new temporary rates also 


make changes in other postage 
rate categories and special 
service fees, such as special 
delivery and registered mail. 


The Postal Service advised 


the public in February that it 
intended to make the temporary 
increases if the Postal Rate 
Commission did not make the 
recommended decision within 90 
days of the request by the Postal 
Service. 


Recently the Rate Com- 


mission confirmed that it will 
not be able to make a decision 
within the 90 days, and Sunday, 
May 16, was selected as the date 
on which the rates would 
become effective. 


SAIGON (AP) — Sixty North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops have been killed in a new 
South Vietnamese drive along a 
25-mile stretch of eastern 
Cambodia, Saigon headquarters 
said today.

A communique said the bodies 


of 46 enemy soldiers were found 
Friday in an area eight miles 
northwest of the Cambodian 
town of Kompong Trach. U.S. 
and South Vietnamese strike 
aircraft had pounded the region 
earlier. 


Fourteen other North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong soldiers 
were reported killed in clashes 
involving company-sized units. 
South Vietnamese casualties for 
the five-day operation were put 
at one killed and eight wounded. 


The objective of the operation,

field commanders said, is to 
disrupt a complex of "Com- 
munist command and control 
facilities, headquarters and 
training areas^ used to carry 
out operations in South Viet 
nam's Hau Nghia and Long An 
provinces west of Saigon. The 
enemy has stepped up attacks in 
Hau Nghia. 
About 5,000 South Vietnamese 


troops who had been at bases in 
Cambodia in a defensive posture 
for a month are taking part in 
the new offensive. They are 
spearheaded by two armored 
columns. 


The drive is along a 25-mile 


stretch from the Cambodian 
town of Kandol Chrum on High- 
way 7 southward to Kompong 
Trach, an area that ranges from 
75 to 100 miles northwest of

Rare Event Occurs 
Af Shasta Sunday 


A rare event will occur Sun- 


day morning in the mountains 
north of Redding—water will 
How over Shasta Dam's giant 
center spillway. Shasta, built by 
the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation 
as part of the Central Valley 
Project, holds back the largest 
man-made body of water in 
California—Lake Shasta. Runoff 
from the Cascade Mountain 
area of Northern California is 
within inches of filling the 4.5 
million acre-foot reservoir. 


Sunday morning at 11 a. m., 


engineers at Shasta will begin 
inching open "flash boards" at 
the top of the dam, releasing a 
cascade of water over Shasta's 
center overflow spillway. The 
curtain of falling water will be 
three times the height of 
Niagara Falls and cover an area 
on the face of the dam large 
enough to accommodate six 
simultaneous football games, 
with spectators. 


The spill of water over the 


dam will be entirely controlled. 
The flash boards will be 
lowered, halting the flow over 
the spillway, at 6 p. m. Shasta's 
three 110-by 28-foot drum gates 
located beneath the flash boards 
will not be used in the spill. 


About 300 acre-feet of water 


will flow over the dam at a rate 
of about 500 cubic-feet pcr- 
second (c.f.s.), about 4,000 
gallons per second. The last 
similar spill occurred in the 
spring of 1963 when 600 c.f.s. 
flowed over Shasta for a two-day 
period. It was also a planned and 
controlled spill. 


For the statistical-minded, 


Shasta Dam is a gravity-arch 
type dam, 602 feet high and 3,460 
feet in length at the crest. It is 
883 feet thick at the base and 30 
feet thick at the crest. The 
downstream face of the dam 
totalls 31 acres. The dam weighs 


about 12.6 million metric tons. 


Sunday, Lake Shasta will, for 


all practical purposes, be full. In 
fact, however, it will probably 
be an inch or so less than full, 
since it is never allowed to rise 
high enough to spill unin- 
tentionally. Sunday's spill is 
part of a program to lower the 
lake level slightly in anticipation 
of freshets in the Sacramento, 
Pit and McCloud Rivers as a 
result of spring snow melt in the 
Cascade Mountains. 


When completely lull, water 


in Lake Shasta achieves a 
maximum depth of 515 feet. The 
surface level of the water is 1,067 
feet above mean sea level. A full 
reservoir contains 4,552,000 
acre-feet (an acre-foot equals 
325,850 gallons) of water, enough 
to supply a city the size of Los 
Angeles for eight years or 
provide every inhabitant of the 
United States with 7,500 gallons.

Agriculture Commission said 
that last year 63 permits had 
been issued for use of the her- 
bicide by early May, but that 
only 14 permits were issued for 
its use in the county so far this 
year. Most of the permits were 
for weed control. 


The officials say they believe 


the use of 2-4-5-T is down 
because of the partial ban and 
because of pressure brought by 
conservationists who protest its 
use.

into the water. Multiplying this 
by the total consumption of 
outboard motors in this country 
gives the staggering dimensions 
of the pollution problem: more 
than 100 million gallons of oil 
and gas poured into our streams 
and lakes and along our coast 
lines 


Many bodies of water simply 


don't contain enough bacteria to 
consume the gush of oil and gas. 
The residue fouls the shorelines, 
kills fish, pollutes drinking 
water and greases the skins of 
swimmers. 


The study has been conducted 


quietly — if that is the word for 
an outboard motor test — by Dr. 
William Shuster, head of the 
Bio-Environmental Engineering 
Division of famed Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute. 


He ran his tests with two 


engines, one 33 horsepower, the

tuned and speeding. Then only 4 
per cent of the fuel leaked into 
the water. But at low speed, the 
motor threw off 27 per cent of its 
fuel. This increased to 30 per 
cent when the motor was un- 
tuned.

government has now given the 
Boating Industry Association a 
$100,000 contract to study the 
effect of outboard motors on the 
nation's water. The association 
includes the manufacturers 
whose motors are causing the 
pollution. Thus, the contract is a 
little like asking a tubercular 
cook whether he might infect his 
customers. Eight years ago, 
incidentally, the outboard motor 
makers were offered designs 
which would have largely 
prevented pollution. 


Pentagon Censorship — In 


exchange for helping a small, 
private publishing company 
distribute a newspaper for 
Washington area Army per- 
sonnel, the Pentagon has been 
granted veto power over the 
publication's content. When an 
anti-war group submitted an ad 
to the paper, the Pentagram 
News, it was turned down. "I 
allow them the right to reject 
ads for the good cause of the 
Army," D. J. Arone, head of the 
publishing firm, told us.
